Hawaii Superferry rescued

HONOLULU — 
Hawaii’s fast new ferry has 
been bailed out by state law- 
makers who voted 
Wednesday to put it back in 
service despite worries that 
it could damage the islands’ 
fragile environment. 

The House of 
Representatives voted 39-11 
for an emergency measure 
saving the Hawaii 
Superferry, the final obsta- 
cle in the way of the 800- 
passenger, 42 mph ship that 
has been stalled for two 
months by protesters and 
court rulings. 

Some residents fear the 
ferry could collide with 
endangered humpback 
whales and destroy the trop- 
ical charm of islands now 
linked only by air and cargo 
boats. 

But lawmakers decided 
they needed to make way 
for the state’s first passenger 
and vehicle alternative to air 
travel. 

The ferry could resume 
service from Oahu to Maui 
and Kauai in about two 
weeks once ferry supporter 
Gov. Linda Lingle signs the 
bill into law. It previously 
passed the state Senate. 

“We are one island, one 
state,” said Rep. Joe Souki, 
D-Waihee-Wailuku. “The 
water is our highway. Water, 
land and air should be made 
free to access what the 
islands have to offer.” 

Superferry President 
John Garibaldi said he will 
rehire about 250 furloughed 


employees and sell tickets 
starting at about $56 each 
way. By comparison, one- 
way air fares run between 
$39 and $79. 

“We provide a tremen- 
dous experience, a tremen- 
dous new way of traveling 
about the islands,” 
Garibaldi said at the state 
Capitol after the vote. 
“We’re looking forward to 
our future and being in 
Hawaii for many many 
years to come.” 

The Superferry law was 
passed explicitly to override 
decisions by the Hawaii 
Supreme Court and a lower 
court that the state needed to 
first complete an environ- 
mental study of the vessel, a 
process that could have 
taken years. 

Superferry officials 
threatened to leave Hawaii 
if their ferry, a giant blue 
and white catamaran, could- 
n’t quickly resume business. 
A second ferry under con- 
struction in Mobile, Ala., is 
intended to serve the Big 
Island in 2009. 

Lingle called the 
Legislature into session to 
pass the measure that per- 
mits the ferry to voyage on 
choppy Pacific Ocean 
waters, but also imposes 
limited environmental 
restrictions. 

Opponents called the leg- 
islative action illegal and 
wrongful. 

“Once we lose what 
we're about to lose, we’ll 
never get it back,” said Rep. 
Lyla Berg, D-Hahaione

3 key suspects convicted of mass murder 
in Madrid train bombings 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — The true ringleaders of the devas- 
tating Madrid train bombings were not in the dock when the 
verdicts were handed down Wednesday, having blown them- 
selves up years ago as police closed in on their terror den. 

Those left behind met sharply contrasting fates in Spain’s 
National Court, with sentences stretching from outright absolu- 
tion for one alleged mastermind to tens of thousands of years 
behind bars for three others tied to Europe’s worst Islamic ter- 
ror attack. 

The verdict appeared to leave almost no one completely 
happy, least of all victims and prosecutors, who had hoped the 
three-judge panel would give more weight to a trove of circum- 
stantial evidence — and look past a lack of hard forensic data. 

While the prime minister said the verdict still upheld justice, 
others expressed shock and sadness at the court’s decision on 
those charged in the attack, which killed 191 people and 
wounded more than 1,800 when bombs exploded on four trains 
on March 11, 2004. 

“The verdict seems soft to us,” said Pilar Manjon, who lost 
her 20-year-old son in the attack and has become a leader of a 
victims association. “I don’t like it that murderers are going 
free.” 


GOP senator questions Bush stance 
on veto of children’s insurance 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bush drew unusually 
blunt criticism from a senior Republican senator on Wednesday 
for threatening to veto any expansion of children’s health insur- 
ance that contains a tobacco tax increase. 

“They’re throwing cold water in my face,” said Iowa Sen. 
Chuck Grassley, a strong advocate of the measure to add cov- 
erage for an estimated four million lower-income children to an 
existing health insurance program. 

“The president’s making it so central to the debate really is a 
shock to me,” he said in a conference call with reporters from 
his home state. Hours later, the measure cleared a procedural 
hurdle in the Senate on a vote of 62-33. 

But not before Bush renewed his opposition. “It’s important 
for members of Congress to understand, with federal revenues 
at an all-time high and the deficit declining, now is not the time 
to raise taxes,” he said in a speech to a business audience. 


Federal Reserve cuts interest rate to 
help ease strain of housing slump 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal Reserve sliced an 
important interest rate Wednesday — its second reduction in the 
last six weeks — to help the economy survive the strains of a 
deepening housing slump that is likely to crimp growth in the 
coming months. 

Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke and all but one of his col- 
leagues agreed to lower the federal funds rate by one-quarter 
percentage point to 4.50 percent at the end of a two-day meet- 
ing on Wednesday. “The pace of economic expansion will like- 
ly slow in the near term, partly reflecting the intensification of 
the housing correction,” the Fed acknowledged in a statement, 
explaining its action. 

The funds rate affects many other interest rates charged to 
individuals and businesses and is the Fed’s most potent tool for 
influencing economic activity. 

In response, commercial banks, including Bank of America, 
Wells Fargo and KeyCorp., announced that they were cutting 
their prime lending rate — for certain credit cards, home equi- 
ty lines of credit and other loans — by a corresponding amount, 
to 7.50 percent. 


Obama says Clinton continues 
to dodge answers on tough questions 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — Democrat Barack Obama said 
Wednesday that rival Hillary Rodham Clinton’s less-than- 
straightforward answers in a Democratic debate raise questions 
about her ability to assume the presidency. 

“This may be smart politics by Washington’s standards, but 
it’s not what America needs right now,” the first-term Illinois 
senator told The Associated Press in a telephone interview from 
Chicago. “Turning the page means offering the American peo- 
ple a clear sense of your principles and where you’d lead.” 

Obama complained that during Tuesday night’s debate 
Clinton didn’t provide clear answers on a number of occasions. 

“After the most secretive administration in memory, an 
administration that consistently misled the American people, 
we need a president who is going to be open and forthright,” 
Obama said. “I think last night’s debate really exposed this fault 
line. Senator Clinton left us wondering where she stood on 
every single hard question from Iran to Social Security to dri- 
vers’ licenses for undocumented workers.” 

Obama said he was especially concerned by Clinton’s 
response when asked if she would release her papers from her

Sex offenders declare themselves 
homeless; attempt to track them difficult 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Hundreds of California sex 
offenders who face tough new restrictions on where they can 
live are declaring themselves homeless — truthfully or not — 
and that’s making it difficult for the state to track them. 

Jessica’s Law, approved by 70 percent of California voters a 
year ago, bars registered sex offenders from living within 2,000 
feet of a school or park where children gather. That leaves few 
places where offenders can live legally. 

Some who have had trouble finding a place to live are avoid- 
ing re-arrest by reporting — falsely, in some cases — that they 
are homeless. 

Experts say it is hard to monitor sex offenders when they lie 
about their address or are living day-to-day in cheap hotels, 
homeless shelters or on the street. It also means they may not be 
getting the treatment they need. 

“We could potentially be making the world more dangerous 
rather than less dangerous,” said therapist Gerry Blasingame, 
past chairman of the California Coalition on Sexual Offending. 


MRI scans that find brain abnormalities 
are not that uncommon, study finds 


ATLANTA (AP) — One in 60 older people may be walking 
around with benign brain tumors and don’t know it. Even more 
may have bulging blood vessels in the head that could burst. 
These results come from a surprising new Dutch study that 
finds brain abnormalities are not all that uncommon. 

It’s not clear how alarming this is. Most of the abnormalities 
hadn’t caused any symptoms, though some were potentially 
life-threatening. 

But the findings may have implications for patients in the 
future: As more of these abnormalities are spotted with more 
sophisticated equipment during routine medical tests, some 
doctors may urge patients to have surgery or other treatment as 
a precaution. Or some patients may push doctors to fix the 
potential problem. 

“It’s very scary to learn there’s something wrong in your 
head,” said Dr. Aad van der Lugt, an associate professor in radi- 
ology at Erasmus MC University Medical Center in Rotterdam 
and a co-author of the study published in Thursday’s New 
England Journal of Medicine 

The study is based on MRI, or magnetic resonance imaging 
scans of 2,000 healthy adults with an average age of 63. They 
were participating in a study to look at the causes and conse- 
quences of age-related brain changes. The new paper’s findings 
were incidental to the main research. 


Scientists decode most of cat’s DNA, a 
move that may help medical research 


NEW YORK (AP) — An Abyssinian cat from Missouri, 
named Cinnamon, has just made scientific history. Researchers 
have largely decoded her DNA, a step that may aid the search 
for treatments for both feline and human diseases. 

The report adds cats to the roughly two dozen mammals 
whose DNA has been unraveled, a list that includes dogs, 
chimps, rats, mice, cows and of course, people. 

Why add cats? They get more than 200 diseases that resem- 
ble human illnesses, and knowing the details of their genetic 
makeup should help in the search for vaccines and treatments, 
researchers say. The list includes a cat version of AIDS, SARS, 
diabetes, retinal disease and spina bifida, said Stephen J. 
O’Brien of the National Cancer Institute. 

The new work is reported in the November issue of the jour- 
nal Genome Research by a team including O’Brien and col- 
league Joan Pontius. It covers about two-thirds of the DNA of 
Cinnamon, a research cat that lives at the University of 
Missouri in Columbia; more complete results are expected next 
year, O’Brien said. 

Richard Gibbs of the Baylor College of Medicine in 
Houston, who led a team that decoded the DNA of a monkey 
called the rhesus macaque, called the new work “a good out- 
line” of cat DNA. Scientists are looking forward to the com- 
plete version, which will be useful for making detailed compar- 
isons to the DNA of other animals, he said. 


Lane Garrison sentenced to more than 
3 years in prison for deadly LA crash 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Lane Garrison was sentenced to 
three years and four months in prison Wednesday for a drunken 
driving crash that killed a 17-year-old Beverly Hills High stu- 
dent last December. 

“The public has the right to know that conduct such as this, 
causing devastation such as this” will have consequences, said 
Superior Court Judge Elden S. Fox. 

“Unfortunately, in this case, you have to be the messenger,” 
he told the former “Prison Break” actor. 

Garrison, 27, could have received nearly seven years in 
prison. He had no reaction to the sentencing and was taken 
away in handcuffs. 

Before the sentencing, he apologized to the family of Vahagn

‘Temptation’ a remarkable adaptation

Local theater-goers have a 
very rare opportunity to experi- 
ence the work of a world- 
renowned playwright in 
“Temptation,” currently at 
Mendocino College. The play- 
wright is Vaclav Havel, whose 
name will be familiar to some 
but by no means all of the local 
population. And in bringing 
“Temptation” to the college’s 
Center Theater, director Reid 
Edelman fulfills one of the mis- 
sions of both higher education 
and theater: to challenge the 
mind. 

Havel is the remarkable 
Czech artist-statesman who 
wrote this play in 1986 while in 
prison, during his country’s 
long period of severe repres- 
sion by the now-defunct Soviet 
Union, and who later, during 
the disintegration of the 
U.S.S.R., was elected its first 
president. As a writer, he had 
been a leading dissident voice 
for several decades; yet it was 
still a resounding tribute -- to 
himself but also to his fellow 
citizens -- that he would 
emerge as Czechoslovakia’s 
political leader. (Amid the 
ongoing but nonviolent turmoil 
of central and eastern Europe in 
the ‘90s, the country became 
the Czech Republic.) 

In “Temptation,” Havel pre- 
sents his version of the old 
European theme of Faust, the 
delver into occult sciences 
who, in his quest for knowl- 
edge, sells his soul to the devil. 
The Faust story goes back 500 
years or more, retold with con- 
siderable variety by such 
German writers as Goethe and 
Mann and French composers as 
Berlioz and Gounod. 

Havel’s treatment is inter- 
preted too simplistically if it is 
read merely as speaking out 
against authoritarian systems 
and therefore as a protest 
against Soviet-style bureaucra- 
cy and mind control. For while 
these elements certainly can be 
found in the script, such a read- 
ing limits the great depth of the 
playwright’s thought. His use 
of the Faust theme indicates 
how he sees himself as an 
inheritor of the centuries-long 
Western tradition, not merely a 
protestor against a specific 
twentieth-century regime. The 
play is profoundly philosophi- 
cal, posing questions without 
easy answers about the nature 
of truth, morality, and the self. 

The latter description, how- 
ever, accounts for the consider- 
able difficulty of the work. 
Particularly in the scenes 
between Foustka (the Faust 
character, played by David 
Strock) and the devilish Fistula 
(Keith Aisner), the dialogue is 
extremely dense. Long speech- 
es of close argument, tortuous 
logic and hidden motivation are

a challenge for the audience, 
and if these amount to a weak- 
ness of the play, such criticism 
must be directed primarily at 
Havel. At the same time, while 
forceful in his delivery and well 
rehearsed, David Strock some- 
how does not fully inhabit 
Foustka. Keith Aisner, a more 
experienced actor in a role 
blessed with the play’s choicest 
bits of comedy, is both con- 
vincing and funny; yet he too is 
obliged to deliver many lines 
that are hard to follow. 

The convoluted plot 
involves the Institute, where 
Foustka works as a 
scientist which could be 
spelled “Scientist” inasmuch as 
the Institute represents and pro- 
motes the idea that science is 
the absolute source of “Truth.” 
It is Foustka’s unauthorized 
exploration of occult matters 
that brings him into contact 
with Fistula and later into con- 
flict with the Institute. 

As Director of the Institute, 
Keith Canova turns in an excel- 
lent performance, stylishly pro- 
jecting arrogance and power. 
Geoff Graham does very well 
as the toadying Deputy, obnox- 
iously eager to please his boss. 
He in turn dominates the silent, 
sullen Petrushka (acted with 
vivid body language by Emily 
Brouwer), whose unwilling 
hands Deputy constantly holds. 
A trio of scientists (Jake 
Stoepler, Caleb Meek-Bradley, 
Lori Stubben) successfully 
embody the Institute’s atmos- 
phere of lazy cynicism (when 


the directors aren’t around) and 
total obedience (when they 


are). 
The Director’s overt homo- 
sexual come-ons, first to 


Foustka and later to the scien- 
tist Kotrly, are surprising, 
amusing, and seemingly at 
odds with the Institute’s 
regime. 

Foustka’s relationships with 
two females are other impor- 
tant strands of the plot that, 
while entwined with happen- 
ings at the Institute, also range 
well beyond them. 

In the European literary tra- 
dition, Faust is responsible for 
corrupting an innocent young 
woman, and this is intriguingly 
enacted with Marketa, a simple 
secretary at the Institute who 
becomes transfixed by 
Foustka’s passionate philoso- 
phizing. Eventually, he betrays 
her and she is devastated, to the 
point of trying to take her own 
life. As Marketa, Brittani Ray 
fully captures all these ele- 
ments, even dreamily reappear- 
ing near the conclusion of the 
play to sing lines taken from 
Ophelia, the suicidal victim of 
Hamlet’s self-obsession. 

The other female is Vilma 
(Marji Artlip), also a scientist 
but more importantly Foustka’s 
lover. The couple have a 
bizarre habit, verging on sado- 
masochism, of arousing each 
other with accusation, betrayal, 
and jealousy. Accusation and 
betrayal connect with the play’s 
larger theme of informing on 
others, a behavior which erodes 


trust and therefore undermines 
all human relationships. In one 
of many instances of this 
theme, Fistula convinces 
Foustka that it is Vilma who 
informed the Institute about his 
secret investigations. 

As for jealousy, Vilma is 
hotly aware of Foustka’s dal- 
liance with Marketa, while he 
angrily tracks the pursuit of his 
lover by a mysterious character 
called simply Dancer (the lithe 
Jason Briseno). In Act I this 
elaborately polite figure 
appears briefly at late hours 
only to present her with a bou- 
quet, but in Act II they at last 
dance a sexy tango. In the com- 
plex role of Vilma, Marji Artlip 
gives a strong, many-sided per- 
formance. 

Another mysterious charac- 
ter, also onstage for his physi- 
cal talent, is Secret Messenger. 
His entrances and exits all 
come in the midst of speeches 
by the Director; everything 
stops and lights shift abruptly 
while this silent shadow creeps 
to center stage and whispers in 
the ear of Director, who cruelly 
laughs. Ryan Johnson com- 
bines somersaults, back flips, 
poses of sneaking, and innu- 
merable rubber moves into an 
amazing dance solo. 

These two dancers are only 
partial evidence of Havel’s 
broad theatrical flair, which 
does much to lighten the play’s 
intellectual weight. 
Collaborating with Reid 
Edelman, choreographer Sandy 
Metzler has staged two elabo- 
rate party scenes that are true to 
the playwright’s highly visual 
stage concept. (Eddie Vedolla, 
Jr. choreographed the tango.) 
The climax of “Temptation,” 
an Institute costume party 
which the Director ironically 
labels a “witches, sabbath,” 
erupts in wild dancing by the 
entire cast, billowing smoke, 
and even flames, pyrotechnics 
that also mete out to Foustka 
awful punishment for selling 
his soul. 

The program takes care to 
note which of the actors are 
Mendocino College theatre 
majors. These students are no 
doubt gaining a fine learning 
experience by taking part in 
such an unusual play. The rest 
of the cast and a large crew of 
offstage “techies” people 
responsible for the creative use 
of sound, light, video, set, cos- 
tume, and special effects“also 
deserve a large share of credit 
for “Temptation.” 

The Mendocino College 
Theatre Arts Department is to 
be saluted for this ambitious 
undertaking. The play’s two- 
weekend run concludes with 
performances on Thursday, 
(Nov. 1, 7 p.m.); Friday and 
Saturday, 8 p.m.; and a Sunday 
matinee, 2 p.m.

Genocide is not only outright killing, 
mass extermination, of an ethnic group of 
people. Current mainstream agricultural 
and food processing practices and envi- 
ronmental damage from the rampant, 
thoughtless production of consumer 
goods and materials that wind up poison- 
ing land fills, have contributed to the 
annihilation of many species of plants 
and animals. As well, these actions con- 
tribute to human chronic illnesses which 
eventually result in astronomical medical 
costs and preventable deaths. 

I challenge Congress to start address- 
ing these foundational issues -- which are 
very real, present threats. These are daily 
threats -- more pervasive than ‘terror- 
ism.’ 

Where will anyone live when the plan- 
et wears out? Is humankind to be consid- 
ered a failed experiment? Failed because 
of refusal to take responsibility for the 
environmental and human genocide 
which occurs daily as part of our 
lifestyles. It is time for all of us to look at 
how we contribute to this form of geno- 
cide. It is time for all of us to make 
human and planetary health a priority. 
What are each of us doing -- today -- to 
take action to stop this rampant genocide.

On beach house fire 


In the words of 
University of South 
Carolina President Andrew 
Sorensen, a sense of “pro-

Carolina beach. That same 
sense of profound sadness 
permeated the state four 
months ago when nine 
Charleston firefighters 
died in a raging Sofa Super 
Store inferno. There is a 
common thread in those 
fires as well as one in a 
Greenville motel three 
years ago when six people 
died: The lack of a sprin- 
kler system. ... 

But the tragic deaths 
over the weekend should 
focus attention on the 
greater danger of death 
from fires to people in 
their homes. At the least, 
lawmakers in this state and 
around the country should 
require the installation of 
automatic sprinkler sys- 
tems in all new residential 
structures. ... 

The devastating loss of 
life that has impacted so 
many in this state in recent 
months should provide the 
impetus to the Legislature 
to make the strengthening 
of the state building and 
fire codes a priority. 
Meanwhile, the relatively 
small cost of sprinklers 


and the high risk of resi- 
dential fires should be 
cause for homeowners to 
consider installing the sys- 
tems on a voluntary basis. 


Houston 
Chronicle 
On the 
DREAM Act 


It was a dismal day’s 
work in the U.S. Senate 
Wednesday, when lawmak- 
ers, including Sen. John 
Cornyn of Texas, shot 
down the DREAM Act. 

The bill would have 
given some high-perform- 
ing children of illegal 
immigrants a chance for 
legal status if they had 
clean records, had spent 
more than five years in the 
United States and attended 
college or served in the 
military. 

Even after the divisive 
effort to reform U.S. immi- 
gration policy, the 
DREAM Act inspired sub- 
stantial bipartisan support 
in Congress. That’s 
because it neither reward- 
ed, or even applied to, 
immigrants who chose to 
come here illegally. The 
measure singled out their 
children, brought here 
without their say, who nev- 
ertheless aspired to college 
and military service. 

By the time the measure 
appeared before the Senate 
last week, it had lost even a 
provision allowing these 
youngsters in-state tuition. 

Simply, the bill tested 
lawmakers’ ability to ratio- 
nally address a small, 
blameless and high-achiev- 
ing fraction of young peo- 
ple caught up in our chaot- 
ic immigration status quo.

First stike for 
Rudy Giuliani 


WASHINGTON -- The first big scandal con- 
fronting Rudy Giuliani in his presidential quest has 
nothing to do with his personal life, his governing 
style in New York City, or his associations with peo- 
ple such as Bernie Kerik, his police commissioner 
now under criminal investigation. 

No, it has to do with Rudy’s heresy as a Yankees 
fan: In hot pursuit of votes in next January’s New 
Hampshire primary, Giuliani declared that, because of 
his preference for the American League, he was root- 
ing for the Red Sox in the World Series. No doubt he 
will now claim credit for their sweep against the 
Colorado Rockies, which we giddy Sox fans will deny 
him. 

When Rudy came out for Boston, you’d have 
thought he had announced that Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad would be his running mate. 
The New York tabloids greeted the news with some- 
thing less than tranquility. 

“Traitor,” shouted the New York Daily News. “Red 
Coat,” opined the New York Post. 

National Public Radio’s normally serene Scott 
Simon felt Giuliani’s move crossed all bounds of 
decency. “Now I don’t feel I have the right or sense to 
judge another man or woman’s religious faith, sexual 
orientation or family relations,” Simon said. “But I’m 
sorry: Yankee fans don’t root for the Red Sox. It’s like 
Sylvester rooting for Tweety Pie. It would be like 
Napoleon shaking hands with the Duke of Wellington 
after Waterloo and saying, you won, we lost, my bad. 
Now, we root for you. Tally ho.” 

And members of Giuliani’s target audience -- New 
Hampshire fans of the Red Sox -- were not persuaded. 
“True Red Sox fans (and we know many, of course) 
don’t want Rudy Giuliani or any Yankee fan rooting 
for the Red Sox,” wrote John DiStaso, senior political 
reporter for the Manchester Union Leader, as loyal a 
conservative paper as you'll find. “Not now, not 
tomorrow, not ever.” 

On top of all this, Rudy seems to have flip-flopped. 
Last July, The Providence Journal asked Giuliani what 
he’d do if the devil made pulling for the Red Sox a 
condition for his election as president. “Probably 
that’s a deal I could not make,” he said. Then. 

Of course, it is ungracious for a lifelong Red Sox 
loyalist to taunt Giuliani like this so soon after a tri- 
umph proving that if the last century belonged to his 
guys, this one belongs to us. But Red Sox fans are- 
supposed to jeer followers of George Steinbrenner’s 
evil empire -- a phrase invented by the perceptive 
Larry Lucchino, the Red Sox president and CEO who 
happens to be a Hillary Clinton campaign contributor. 

But there’s another point: Many non-sports people 
think team loyalties are irrational, trivial and a waste 
of time. Loyalty itself is an uneasy virtue for my fel- 
low liberals who rightly prize equal justice without 
favoritism and view tribalism (that’s what sports loy- 
alties are) with disdain. 

In fact, loyalty is a greatly underrated virtue. That’s 
why I honestly respected Giuliani’s stubborn and 
unwavering faithfulness to his New York Yankees, and 
appreciated the generous words he spoke upon Joe 
Torre’s departure earlier this month as the Yankees’ 
manager. 

George P. Fletcher, a Columbia University law pro- 
fessor, wrote a brilliant book called “Loyalty” in 1993 
and once argued in a radio interview that loyalty “cre- 
ates a certain stability in personal relationships, and I 
think that it creates, in the people who are loyal, a 
sense of integrity and continuity.” Or, as he put it in 
the book, “In the way we draw the lines of our loyal- 
ties, we define ourselves as persons.” 

“People bring their histories to their loyalties,” 
Fletcher argues, “which implies that the reasons for 
attachment to a friend, family or country” -- I’d add 
sports team -- “invariably transcend the particular 
characteristics of the object of loyalty.” No kidding. I 
was a Red Sox fan in the days of Frank Malzone, 
Chuck Schilling and Bill Monbouquette when often 
the Washington Senators were the only team between 
us and the cellar. I loved those guys. 

My Red Sox loyalty is, in part, to family (my dad 
raised me a Red Sox fan) and to place (my native New 
England) and is thus very much about Fletcher’s sense 
of “integrity and continuity.” 

Yes, yes, this is way too grand. But please remem- 
ber that I’m trying to persuade those people who see 
us sports loyalists as dangerous idiots. Mostly, I'll just 
be irrationally happy for the next several months.

After all, “whodunit” is the 
whole idea. Why should you 
trust my observations any- 
way? 

Naturally, there are plenty 
of twists, turns, and surprises. 
It’s a delicious way to spend 
Halloween with some addi- 
tional opportunities after that 
to be scared mercilessly -- 
and occasionally made to 
laugh. If you missed the 
Halloween opening, you can 
catch one of the ten other

Of course, there is an old 
solitary house with strange 
noises and murderous memo- 
ries. There is plenty of suspi- 
cious behavior to keep you 
guessing, with lots of accus- 
ing and fearful looks rico- 
cheting about the room.

organ music.) You should not 
assume that anything is as it 
appears. This whole scenario 
just screams for popcorn and 
audience sound effects. 

Producer Stephanie 
Chatten and Director Ian 
Stigliani have pulled together 
a sterling cast, most of them 
familiar to regular visitors to 
the WCT playhouse. It is 
interesting to watch how 
Stigliani crafts a compelling 
evening of theater with a sea- 
soned, versatile ensemble.

Patriots favored over Indy on road in battle of unbeatens

This is how good the New 
England Patriots are perceived to be: 
5-point favorites at Indianapolis in 
Sunday’s meeting of the NFL’s two 
remaining unbeaten teams. 

That’s a point-and-a-half higher 
than the opening line set by Las 
Vegas. In other words, the betting 
public thought it was too low, per- 
haps because Bill Belichick seems 
intent on pounding everyone into 
dust in his mission to prove he can 
win without stealing the other folks’ 
signals. 

There’s certainly a case to be 
made for the spread. 

The Patriots haven’t scored fewer 
than 34 points in a game and haven’t 
won by less than 17, leading to sug- 


gestions they have been running up 
scores, most notably in last week’s 
52-7 win over Washington. In that 
game, Belichick twice went for it on 
fourth downs with leads of 38-0 and 
45-0, and kept playing wide-open 
football even with the game out of 
hand. Tom Brady didn’t leave until 8 
minutes, 30 seconds were left. 

The Colts, meanwhile, have been 
almost as impressive, if not as dom- 
inating. 

They’ ve avenged three of last sea- 
son’s four losses by beating their 
three division opponents on the road. 
And their division, the AFC South, is 
certainly better than the Patriots’ 
AFC East, where Buffalo’s win over 
Baltimore two weeks ago is the only 
victory by a team other than New 
England against a non-division 


opponent. 

The spread is probably incentive 
for the Colts, who beat the Patriots 
in Indy 38-34 in last season’s AFC 
title game. Who ever heard of an 
unbeaten Super Bowl champion 
being an underdog at home? 

“The point spreads are really pub- 
lic opinion because they’re trying to 
get an even number of bets on both 
sides,” Tony Dungy said when the 
line came out. “Obviously, a lot of 
people think New England is going 
to win.”

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Niners’ Patrick Willis shaking up 
NFL with latest honor

SANTA CLARA — Patrick 
Willis became a bona fide 
Californian on Tuesday night when 
the San Francisco 49ers’ rookie 
linebacker survived his first earth- 
quake. 

“I wanted to run, but I didn’t 
know where to run to,” Willis 
recalled, still grinning the next 
morning after those 10 seconds of 
panic during a quake centered a few 
miles from his home. 

“I thought somebody hit the 
place or something,” Willis said. “It 
was shaking, and wow! I couldn’t 
believe it. Normally with something 
like that, I’m ready to go, but I did- 
n’t know where to run.” 

When the ground isn’t shaking, 
Willis usually knows exactly where 
he’s headed. That’s why he was 
named the NFL’s defensive rookie 
of the month for October on 
Wednesday, adding another honor 
to his impressive debut season. 

Willis leads the NFL with 10.4 
tackles per game, and his 73 total 
tackles in seven games are second 
only to Tampa Bay’s Barrett Ruud, 
who has 78 in eight games. The 
Niners’ speedy inside linebacker 
has become the stopper on San 
Francisco’s defense, chasing down 


running backs and receivers from 
sideline to sideline each week with 
speed that still dazzles his coaches. 

He has at least 10 tackles in each 
of the 49ers’ last four games, 
including a 13-tackle effort against 
the New York Giants and 10 stops 
last weekend against New Orleans. 
Willis was the club’s defensive 
team captain for that game against 
the Saints, becoming the first rook- 
ie to get the honor from coach Mike 
Nolan. 

Willis has remained humble 
despite his growing profile — and 
admittedly, that’s easier to do 
because of the 49ers’ five-game los- 
ing streak. He gives the credit for 
his startling statistics to the team- 
mates who set him up to make tack- 
les and the coaches who taught him 
the art of pursuit — particularly 
linebackers coach Mike Singletary. 

“Nobody really sees what goes 
on behind the cameras, but Coach 
Singletary is out there every day 
making me a better ballplayer,” 
Willis said. “Without all the other 
guys like Derek (Smith) and Jeff 
(Ulbrich) and Brandon (Moore), 
this wouldn’t happen. They didn’t 
let me coming in as a first-round 
pick get to them. They’ve been 
helping me out. I owe a lot to 
them.”

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Raiders DL Kelly out for 
season with knee injury

ALAMEDA — The 
Oakland Raiders have had 
trouble stopping the run all 
season. Now they have to fix 
that problem without their 
most consistent lineman. 

Tommy Kelly will miss the 
remainder of the season with a 
torn ligament in his right 
knee, the latest injury to hit 
Oakland’s defensive line. Pro 
Bowl end Derrick Burgess 
missed two games earlier this 
season with a calf injury and 
tackle Gerard Warren is 
expected to miss his fourth 
straight game with an injured 
quadriceps. 

Now it’s Kelly who is out. 

“The train won’t stop 
because he got hurt like that, 
so we have to keep going,” 
defensive tackle Terdell Sands 
said. 

Kelly’s play had impressed 
his teammates, with seven- 
time Pro Bowl defensive tack- 
le Warren Sapp predicting 
Kelly would be better than he 
has been by the end of his 
career. That’s heady praise for 
a player who signed with the 
Raiders in 2004 as an undraft- 
ed and unheralded free agent 
from Mississippi State. 

Kelly had 27 solo tackles 
and one sack this season, 
moving back and forth 
between end and tackle with 
ease. He also came up with 
one of the biggest plays of the 
season for Oakland, blocking 
a potential winning 40-yard 


field goal attempt by 
Cleveland’s Phil Dawson on 
Sept. 23. 


“You can’t replace Tommy 
Kelly,” said rookie end Jay 
Richardson, who is expected 
to start at end in place of 
Kelly on Sunday against 
Houston. “Tommy was one 
our premier defensive line- 
men, super productive. He can 
play everything on the line 
from end to nose. You really 
miss a guy like that. All you 
can do if you’re me is go in 
there and try to be productive 
as I can and just help out.” 

Because of the injuries on 
the line, Richardson has got- 
ten plenty of chances to play 
this season. He has started 
four games, including one 
against Kansas City because 
Kelly was in the bathroom for 
the first play. 

The fifth-round pick from 


Ohio State has eight solo tack- 
les and one pass defensed. 

“T don’t get as many 
pregame jitters,” Richardson 
said. “It’s starting to become 
second nature. Just like it was 
in college, almost.” 

With Warren and Kelly 
sidelined, the Raiders are 
down to six healthy defensive 
linemen on the active roster. 
Coach Lane Kiffin said he 
planned to bring in some play- 
ers for tryouts Thursday and 
also could choose to activate 
Josh Shaw from the practice 
squad. 

The Raiders’ struggling run 
defense figures to be tested 
even more. Oakland has 
allowed a league-worst 5.3 
yards per carry and is third 
worst in the NFL by allowing 
148.9 yards per game. An 
amazing one out of every six 
runs against the Raiders goes 
for at least 10 yards. 

With the Texans planning 
to start backup quarterback 
Sage Rosenfels on Sunday, 
Richardson expects even 
more runs to come his direc- 
tion. 

“I hope so,” he said. “The 
way I look at it is if they run 
the ball at me that’s more 
chances for me to make plays. 
I think I saw it a little bit last 
week in the game. As soon as 
Tommy went out, I went in 
there and the next three plays 
went right at me. That’s what 
I’m expecting and that’s what 
I have to be ready for on 
Sunday.” 

The Raiders also signed 
receiver Tim Dwight on 
Wednesday to replace the 
released Mike Williams and 
had rookie running back 
Michael Bush practice with 
the team for the first time. 

Dwight has not played a 
game since last Nov. 26, for 
the New York Jets. He was 
placed on injured reserve after 
that with a foot injury and was 
on the physically unable to 
perform list during training 
camp before being cut by the 
Jets. 

Dwight had 16 catches, 
nine on third-down plays, for 
112 yards before his injury 
last year. Dwight was also the 
team’s primary punt returner 
with a 10.4-yard average. 
With Ronald Curry slowed by 
a sore foot and the Raiders 
carrying only four receivers, 
Dwight could be needed as a 
wideout Sunday.

Willis’ high school basket- 
ball coach and his wife 
became Willis’ guardians 
when he was 16, following 
years of neglect by his biolog- 
ical father. Willis’ 17-year-old 
brother, Detris, then drowned 
in July 2006 while swimming 
with friends. 

Though Willis seems to be 
among the few 49ers who can 
be held blameless for the los- 
ing streak, he accepts this 
early lesson in mental tough- 
ness as a help to his future. 
Willis has been in this spot 
during his college career at 
Ole Miss, where he endured 
three straight losing seasons 
before graduation. 

Sunday’s visit to Atlanta is 
the 49ers’ first game within 
driving distance for his rela- 
tives in Tennessee and his 
friends in Mississippi. He 
doesn’t know how many fans 
will be cheering him at the 
Georgia Dome, but he sus- 
pects the crowd will be huge. 

“Not everything is going to 
be perfect,” Willis said. 
“Football is adversity. We’ve 
been through that for weeks 


and weeks, and hopefully 
we'll turn it around on 
Sunday.” 


NEDNEY FINGERED: 
Kicker Joe Nedney was fined 
$7,500 by the NFL on 
Wednesday for making an 
obscene gesture at his home 
fans during last week’s game 
against New Orleans. 

Nedney blamed frustration 
for his sly gesticulation in the 
third quarter of the 49ers’ 31- 
10 loss at Candlestick Park. 

After Nedney made a 29- 
yard field goal, he booted the 
ensuing kickoff out of bounds. 
Nedney tossed his helmet and 
kicking tee in anger before sit- 
ting back on the bench. 

Thats when a fan’s 
obscene comment prompted 
Nedney to rub the back of his 
skull with his middle finger 
— an image captured by tele- 
vision cameras. 

“Tt was the culmination of a 
frustrating day for me,” 
Nedney said. “Rather than 
taking a deep breath and 


counting to 10, I heard some- 
thing that rubbed me the 
wrong way at the wrong time, 
and I made a mistake.” 

Nedney is 8-for-9 on field 
goal attempts, but has inter- 
mittently struggled on kick- 
offs. 


SMITH’S SHOULDER: 
Quarterback Alex Smith was 
confident Wednesday he’ll 
start for the 49ers in Atlanta 
after a few days of rest for his 
injured right shoulder.

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Mental competency of murder defendant questioned

A jury will decide if Sylvia 
Stewart is competent to continue 
with criminal proceedings, eight 
months after she pleaded guilty to 
murder. 

Stewart pleaded guilty in 
February to first-degree murder in 
the shooting death of her then- 
boyfriend Aaron Foss, who died in 
November of 2003. 

According to reports from the 
Mendocino County District 


Attorney’s Office, Stewart shot Foss 
once in the head with a .38 caliber 
handgun and then fled to Canada. 

She was arrested in Canada in 
February 2004, but fought extradi- 
tion until November of 2005, when 
she was brought back to Mendocino 
County to stand trial. 

At issue is whether or not Stewart 
is mentally competent to understand 
the criminal proceedings in her case 
and her position in the trial and if she 
can meaningfully contribute to her 
own defense. 


“The idea is that we don’t send 
people through a criminal procedure 
when they are not competent,” said 
Stewart’s attorney, Steve Tulanian. 

Tulanian said psychiatrist John 
Greenhalgh has diagnosed Stewart as 
suffering from schizophrenia, para- 
noia and post traumatic stress disor- 
der. 

She has been under psychiatric 
care since she was arrested in 
Canada in February of 2004, first by 
a Canadian doctor and then by a psy- 
chiatrist at the Mendocino County 


jail, where she has been since she 
was extradited. 

The Canadian doctor found 
Stewart competent to stand trial in 
2004, but Tulanian said those find- 
ings did not apply the standard of 
competence as defined by California 
law and were irrelevant to Stewart’s 
mental state now. 

If Stewart is found competent to 
continue criminal proceedings she 
will move on to the next stage of her 
trial, which is sentencing. Stewart 
faces a mandatory 25-years-to-life 


sentence, according to DA’s reports. 

If she is found incompetent, 
Tulanian said criminal proceedings 
will be suspended until she is com- 
petent to continue. 

Tulanian said the issue of whether 
or not Stewart was competent at the 
time she pleaded guilty to murder 
would have to be handled at a sepa- 
rate hearing. 

Testimony in this case is sched- 
uled to continue today.

Prosecutors to decide whether 
to charge 12-year-old in blaze

LOS ANGELES — Authorities said 
Wednesday they had not decided whether 
to charge a 12-year-old boy who while 
playing with matches started a blaze that 
ripped through 38,000 acres and destroyed 
21 homes. 

They said the boy, whose name has not 
been released, admitted starting the fire in 
north Los Angeles County during inter- 
views with investigators. 

The district attorney’s office was “not 
sure whether they’ll bring any charges, 
given that it was an accidental fire,” said 
Los Angeles County fire Capt. Michael 
Brown. 

“Tt was a child-set fire, but it is not clear 
what his intentions were at this time,” said 
Los Angeles County sheriff’s homeland 
security department Chief Bill McSweeney. 

Los Angeles County district attorney’s 
spokeswoman Sandi Gibbons said prosecu- 
tors would review evidence in the case, but 
refused further comment. 

Downed power lines, arson and con- 
struction workers have been blamed with 
starting other fires that destroyed some 
2,100 homes and blackened 809 square 
miles from Los Angeles County to the 
Mexican border the last 10 days. 

Brown said arson investigators first 
talked to the boy’s parents on Oct. 22 after 
determining the blaze began the day before 
outside their Agua Dulce home. The home 
was not damaged in the fire, Brown said. 

Investigators initially considered a 
downed power line as the source of the 
Buckweed Fire but never officially listed it 
as the cause. 

Prosecutors were set to evaluate evi- 
dence in the case as investigators continued 
to figure out what started more than 15 
major wildfires last week. 

State Insurance Commissioner Steve 
Poizner estimated Wednesday that damage 
from the fires, most of which were con- 
tained by Wednesday afternoon, would 
exceed $1.5 billion. 

Investigators blamed an arsonist for set- 
ting the Santiago Fire in Orange County 
that blackened 28,500 acres and destroyed 
16 homes. 

Authorities had sought the driver of a 
white Ford F-150 pickup truck spotted in a 
canyon area around the time the fire broke 
out. 

The truck was located and its owners 
were interviewed, but they were not consid- 
ered arson suspects, said Orange County 
Fire Authority Battalion Chief Kris 
Concepcion. 

Officials offered a $250,000 reward to 


anyone with information that will lead to an 
arrest and conviction. 

Workers using grinding tools on a con- 
struction site on Oct. 21 were blamed for 
the fire near the Magic Mountain theme 
park in the Santa Clarita Valley that 
scorched more than 2,800 acres over the 
next few days. 

Investigators determined that power 
lines toppled by the powerful Santa Ana 
winds were behind San Diego’s 9,000 acre 
Rice Fire and the nearly 4,600 Canyon 
blaze in Malibu. 

The causes of the other fires remained 
under investigation. 

One fire, the 58,400 acre Ranch blaze in 
northern Los Angeles County and eastern 
Ventura County, had earlier been listed as 
fully contained, but officials said 
Wednesday that containment was actually 
at 97 percent. 

San Bernardino County’s Slide Fire was 
also 97 percent contained, with full con- 
tainment expected later Wednesday. 

A mandatory evacuation order was set to 
be lifted Thursday morning for the Running 
Springs and Arrowbear areas of the Slide 
Fire, San Bernardino County fire 
spokesman Jerry Rohnert said. The Green 
Valley Lake area was still being assessed. 

Across the region, at least 127 evacuees 
remained in four shelters. 

Also Wednesday, Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger directed state officials to 
prepare for a new round of possible fires in 
Southern California as forecasters predicted 
moderate Santa Ana winds later in the 
week. 

“We are not out of the danger zone yet,” 
Schwarzenegger said at a meeting with the 
state National Guard, Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection and Office of 
Emergency Services. 

State fire officials were deploying fire- 
fighting planes and helicopters in fire-prone 
areas, according to the governor’s office. 
The National Guard would also deploy 
1,500 guardsmen and six helicopters to 
respond to possible flare-ups. 

The governor’s announcement came 
amid criticism of state officials after 
Marine, Navy and National Guard heli- 
copters were grounded because personnel 
required to be on board weren’t immediate- 
ly available. 

The Associated Press reported last week 
National Guard’s two newest C-130 cargo 
planes couldn’t help because they’ve yet to 
be outfitted with tanks needed to carry 
thousands of gallons of fire retardant.

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Poll: Many Californians believe college is key, but out of reach

SAN FRANCISCO — Many Californians 
believe a college education is key but consider 
it out of reach, a new poll says. 

Nearly two-thirds, or 64 percent, of people 
surveyed by the Public Policy Institute of 
California, said a person must have a college 
education to succeed in the workplace. Three- 
fourths, or 76 percent, said the state’s college 
system was “very important” to the future of 


California. 

However, more than half, 56 percent, of 
respondents thought getting a college educa- 
tion was more difficult now than a decade ago. 
A majority, 65 percent, said many qualified 
students don’t have the opportunity to attend 
college. More than 80 percent of residents said 
that the cost of college is at least somewhat of 
a problem and 53 percent said it was a big 
problem.

Trending to the Wild: Restoring 
Wildlands Biodiversity slideshow 
and lecture by Brock Dolman, Nov. 15

“Wild.” “Wildlife.” 
“Wilderness.” These words stir 
longing in many of us — a yearn- 
ing for the time when humans 
lived in intimate connection 
with the rushing of wind and 
water, the rustle of foxes in the 
night, the rising and setting of 
celestial bodies. Seeking to 
renew that connection, we carry 
heavy backpacks into the moun- 
tains, re-finding our primal 
selves in landscapes largely 
unchanged by humans. We 
cherish our glimpses into the 
lives of wild animals, telling and 
retelling others about our sight- 
ings of eagles, bears, or beavers. 

But the land right around us 
was pristine once also, and we 
can start renewing our connec- 
tion with the wild right here at 
home. We can study our local 
landscapes and begin restoring 
them to a near-primeval state. 
Complete restoration is impos- 
sible, according to Brock 
Dolman, co-director of the 
Occidental Arts and Ecology 
Center’s Wildlands Biodiversity 
Program and director of its 
WATER Institute, but tremen- 
dous improvements can be 
made. 

The Occidental Arts and 
Ecology Center has been work- 
ing for the past several years to 
recover 70 acres that were once 
heavily logged. Woodlands con- 
gested with small spindly trees 
are on their way to becoming 
stately and fire-resilient forests. 
Water that once roared through 
gullies and carried sediment into 
streams now flows across the 
surface and soaks into the land, 
recharging the water table. Tree 
frogs, snakes, and dragonflies 
are populating the edges of rain- 
water ponds. For those interest- 
ed in learning how and why 
these changes have come about, 
Brock Dolman will deliver a 
slide lecture entitled “Trending 
to the Wild: Promoting 
Wildlands Biodiversity” on 
Thursday, November 15, at the 
Ukiah Civic Center, 7 p.m. This

Peregrine Audubon Society pro- 
gram is free to the public, 
though donations will be grate- 
fully accepted. 

“Wildlife,” Dolman says, 
needs “Food, cover, water, and 
sex.” He suggests that a 
landowner or agency can start 
by figuring out what the bottle- 
neck is for any target species. If 
water is in short supply, he will 
suggest measures to “slow it, 
spread it, and sink it.” In the 
process you may turn a seasonal 
creek back into a year-round 
creek or start dry springs flow- 
ing again. If a forest is so thick 
that Cooper's Hawks can’t hunt 
and deer can’t forage, you can 
thin the trees and turn the resul- 
tant debris into a “brush plug” at 
the top of a gully. The brush 
plug will slow rainwater run-off 
and provide cover for salaman- 
ders at the same time. If there 
are few nest cavities for Western 
Bluebirds and Oak Titmice, you 
can leave dead trees standing 
and put up nest boxes. 

Dolman will teach us how to 
think about a piece of land, 
using OAEC’s program as a 
case study. He will offer hands- 
on, low-budget, site-specific 
methods for the restoration of 
water tables, wildlife, and 
plants. Some methods not yet 
mentioned include spot burning, 
replanting native bunch grasses, 
and digging contour swales. 
(The OAEC offers classes in 
some of these practices, such as 
one for landowners entitled 


“Facilitating Fire in the 
Landscape”). 

Dolman will also touch on 
topics from his “Thinking Like 
a Watershed” lecture that he 
delivered to rapt Ukiah and 
Willits audiences in early 
October. In that talk Dolman 
explained that the demand for 
fresh water grows twice as fast 
as populations. He pointed out 
that everyone lives in a water- 
shed, and that when watershed 
groups come together to con- 
serve water and reduce erosion 
they are, in effect, building a 
lifeboat against the coming 
flood. With his ever-present 
humor he repeated his favorite 
mantra several times: “Planning 
is best done in advance.” 

Brock Dolman is a thought- 
provoking speaker whose style 
is pragmatic, poetic, and often 
amusing. An ornithologist and 
wildlife biologist by training, 
Dolman is also a Sonoma 
County Fish & Wildlife 
Commissioner, a board member 
of the Russian River Watershed 
Council, an occasional advisor 
to various water control agen- 
cies, and a nationally recog- 
nized permaculture instructor 
and consultant. The work of 
Dolman and the OAEC has 
been so effective that the 
California Department of 
Forestry, the University of 
California, and the California 
Department of Fish and Game 
include the OAEC on their 
teaching-tour circuits. For more 
information about the OAEC’s 
programs go to www.oaec.org.
